The computer - r e adab l e program codo noxt acqu i res a root 
aaafes o from tho network address and copies tho root add r coo to the computer 
usab l e me di u m- for operating a computer system to automatically extract and store 
a root address from a network address. To thi s end, the computer-readable medium 
contains computer-readable program code for automatically extract! nq_me root 
address from a network address in response to a utilization of the network address 
bv the computer System to gain access to a resource, and computer-readable

"FIG. 5 illustrates an information handling system 500 (computer system) 
capable of performing the embodiments of the invention as previously described. 
Computer system 600 includes processor 502, which may be coupled to host bus 
SOS. A level two (L2) cache memory 510 may also be coupled to the host bus 505. 
Host-to-PCl bridge 515 may be coupled to main memory 520, and may include 
cache memory and main memory control functions, Host-to-PCl bridge 515 may as 
wen provide bus control to handle transfers among PCI bus 525, processor 502, L2 
cache 510, main memory 520, and host bus 505. PCI bus 525 can provide an 
interface for a variety of devices including, for example. LAN card 530. PCl*to-lSA 
bridge 535 can provide bus control to handle transfers between PCI bus 525 and 
ISA bus 540. universal serial bus (USB) functionality 545, IDE device functionality 
550, power management functionality (PM) 555, and can also include other 
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functional elements not shown, such as a real-time clock (RTC), DMA control, 
interrupt support, and system management bus support. Peripheral devices and 
input/output (I/O) devices can be attached to various interfaces 560 (e.g., parallel 
interface 562, serial interface 564, infrared (JR) interface 566, keyboard interface 
568, mouse interface 570, and fixed disk (FDD) 572) coupled to ISA bus 540. 
Alternatively, many I/O devices may be accommodated by a super I/O controller (not 
shown) attached to ISA bus 540."

This 
hsting of claims 1-32 includes (1) a cancellation of claims 1-20 herein without 
prejudice or disclaimer to the subject matter of canceled claims i -20, and (3) an 
addition of new claims 21-32. 

1- 20. (Cancelled) 

21 . (New) A method for operating a computer system to automatically extract 
and store a root address from a network address, the method comprising: 

automatically extracting the root address from a network address in response 
to a utilization of the network address by the computer system to gain access to a 
resource; and 

automatically storing the extracted root address within the computer system 
subsequent to the utilization of the network address by the computer system to gain 
access to the resource. 

22. (New) The method of claim 21 , further comprising: 

querying the computer system for a selection of the network address by one 
of user or the computer system in response to an activation of an autosave feature 
of the computer system. 

23. (New) The method of claim 22, wherein querying tne computer system for 
the selection of the network address includes: 

querying a browser associated with the computer system for a presence of 
the network address. 
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24. (New) The method of claim 2i , wherein automatically storing the extracted 
root address within a computer system includes: 

automatically storing the extracted root address within a predefined folder 
stored within a computer readable medium associated with the computer system. 

25. (New) A computer system for automatically extracting and storing a root 
address from a network address, the computer system comprising: 

means for automatically extracting the root address from a network address in 
response to a utilization of the network address by the computer system to gain 
access to a resource; and 

means for automatically storing the extracted root address within the 
computer system subsequent to the utilization of the network address by the 
computer system to gain access to the resource. 

26. (New) The computer system of claim 25, furtner comprising: 

means for querying the computer system for a selection of the network 
address by one a user or the computer system in response to an activation of an 
autosave feature of the computer system. 

27. (New) The method of claim 26, wherein the means for querying the computer 
system for tne selection of the network address includes: 

means for querying a browser associated with the computer system for a 
presence of the network address. 
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28. (New) The method of claim 25, wnerein the means for automatically storing 
the extracted root address within a computer system includes: 

means for automatically storing the extracted root address within a predefined 
folder stored within a computer readable medium associated with the computer 
system. 

29. (New) A computer-readable medium storing a computer program for 
operating a computer system to automatically extract and store a root address from 
a network address, the computer-readable medium comprising: 

computer-readable program code for automatically extracting the root 
address from a networK address in response to a utilization of the network address 
by the computer system to gain access to a resource; and 

computer-readable program code for automatically storing the extracted root 
address within the computer system subsequent to the utilization of the network 
address by the computer system to gain access to the resource. 

30. (New) The computer-usable medium of claim 29, further comprising: 
computer-readable program code for querying the computer system for a 

selection of the network address by one a user or the computer system in response 
to an activation of an autosave feature of the computer system. 

3t. (New) The method of claim 30, wherem the computer-readable program 
code for querying the computer system for the selection of the network address 
includes: 

computer-readable program code for querying a browser associated with the 
computer system for a presence of the network address. 
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32. (New) The method of claim 29, wherein the computer-readable program 
code for automatically storing tne extracted root address within a computer system 
includes. 

computer-readable program code for automatically storing the extracted root 
address within a predefined folder stored within a computer readable medium 
associated with the computer system. 
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Specification , in the Non-Final Office Action. Examiner Casiano objected to 
the specification on various grounds. The Applicant has amended the specification 
nerein to obviate the objections to the specification by Examiner Casiano. No new 
matter was introduced by the amendments of the specification herein. Withdrawal of 
the objections to the specification is therefore respectfully requested. 

Drawings. In the Non-Final Office Action, Examiner Castano objected to the 
drawings on various grounds. The Applicant has amended the drawings herein to 
obviate the objections to the drawings by Examiner Casiano. No new matter was 
introduced by the amendments of the drawings herein. Withdrawal of the objections 
to the drawings is therefore respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-20 . in the Non-Final Office Action, Examiner Casiano rejected 
pending claims 1-20 on various grounds. The Applicant has cancelled claims 1 -20 
herein without prejudice or disclaimer to the subject matter of claims 1-20. 
Withdrawal of the rejections of claims 1 -20 is therefore respectfully requested. 

Claims 21-32 . The Applicant respectfully asserts that the following limitations 
of independent claims 21 , 25 and 29 are neither taught nor suggested by the an of 
record: 

l. " automatically storing the extracted root address within 
the computer system subsequent to the utilizat ion of the 
network address Dv the computer svsrem to pain access to the 
resource " as recited in independent claim 21; 
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2, " means for automatically storing the extracted root 
address within the computer system subsequent to the 
utilization of the network address bv the computer system to 
gain access to the resource " as recited in independent claim 25; 
and 

3. "computer readable code for automatically storing the 
extracted root address within the computer system subsequent 
to the utilization of the network address bv the computer system 
to oain access to the resource " as recited m independent claim 
29. 

In fact, at best, the art of record teaches an automatic extraction of a root 
address from a network address in response to a utilization of the network address 
by a user or the computer system to gain access to a resource as taught by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,2i 2,565 Bl to Gupta, and a manual storage of the extracted root 
address within the computer system as taught by U.S. Patent No. 6,061 ,738 to 
Osaku et ai. 
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CONCLUSION 

The Applicant respectfully submits that new claims 21-32 as listed herein fully 
satisfy the requirements of 35 U.S,C. §§102, 103 and 1 12. In view of the foregoing, 
favoraoie consideration and early passage to issue of the present application is 
respectfully requested.

The root 
addr oo s i s th e n copied to a computer usab l e modmm. A first staoa of the method 
involves a n automatic extraction of the root address from a network address in 
response to a utilization of the n etwork address bv the computer system to gam 
access to a resource. The utilizatio n of the network address is facilitated by a 
browser or an operation system of the computer system. A second stage of the 
method involves an automatic storing of the root address within the computer 
system subsequent to the utilization of the network address bv the computer system 
to gain access to the resource The storage of t he root address can be ip q 
predefined folder of a computer readable medium associated with the computer 
system.
